The experimental 
farm 
at Purdue 
furnished figures to show that when 
meat scraps are fed the average hen 
will lay 135.4 eggs each y ear. 
Hens! 
fed on skimmed milk 
will 
lay 138 
eggs each y ear and the average egg 
production of hens which are fed 
neither milk nor meat is 32.5 each 
y ear. 
Other figures were produced 
to show that the cost of producing 


5i dozen of eggs when meat scraps 
are used was 3.7 
cent-, 
8 .5 from 
skimmed milk and 
30 
cents when 
grain alone is fed.

Strength of Kaiser Armies 


is Exhausted.

London, February 9 —No early end 
of the war is indicated in figures re­ 
garding Germany ’s strength, compiled 
by Colonel Ruppington, military ex­ 
pert of the Times who first expected 
the British ammunition shortage. 
“Germany now has a fighting re­ 
serve force of about 2,000,000 men,” 
wrote Colonel Ruppington today . “Un­ 
til these forces are exhausted, the 
strength of her armies will not fail 
her” 
Colonel Ruppington estimated that 
Germany had 9 ,000,000 men available 
in the outbreak of the war. 
Of thi3 
number 2,700,000 have been perman­ 
ently removed from the service, hav­ 
ing been killed, captured or perman­ 
ently disabled by w’ounds, he esti­ 
mated. 
About 3.600,000 are in the 
field at present, he said, and about 
700,000 of the remaining 2,700,000 
are needed for coast guard and in­ 
ternal service.
